graves and 
speechniaking, Memorial 
day was celebrated in New York and 
vicinity. The sun shone brightly and

coming oppressive. Early in the day 
thousands 
of 
excursionists 
were 
thronging at. the exits of Manhattan 
island, pouring over in ferry boats to 
Long Island and New Jersey, some 
bound for tile seashore, some for the 
farms and some for the cemeteries, 
where now, in addition to the dead of 
the Civil war, then* lay iii a few in­ 
stances the dead of 
the war wit Ii 
Spain. The graves o f these received 
the same tender care that for years 
lias marked those of the older dead.

The situation in the Philippines was 
the subject of nu extended conference 
»e tween the president, and Adjt. Gen. 
Corbin. Iii view of the more or less 
alarming reports which have been sent, 
to the United States from Manila it is 
important to know' that the president 
Joes not share in Hie anxiety which 
these dispatches have 
naturally ere- 
ited. Gen. Otis has been kept in close 
touch with the authorities here and if 
he was in the tight position wTiieli the 
press reports seem to indicate it is felt 
that he would not hesitate about mak­ 
ing iiis dilemma known. On the con­ 
trary, the advices received from him 
show’ that he is not in need of a large­ 
ly increased army. Ile has cabled that 
the press reports of the activity of the 
insurgents south of Manila have been 
greatly exaggerated anti 
he 
thinks 
that 30.000 men will be ample to meet 
all requirements. 
The present strength of the army in 
the Philippines, including volunteers 
who are still in the service, Is 30,000. 
W hen the volunteers return some 24,- 
000 regulars will remain, or 0,000 less 
than the number estimated as neces­ 
sary by Gen. Otis. The reinforcements 
now en route to Manila, or under or­ 
ders to depart, will bring the total reg­ 
ulars up to the required figure, but as 
there will be a considerable ness from 
sickness, it is proposed to decrease the 
iii this country to their minimum and 
Increase the companies in the Philip­ 
pines to their maximum. It is believed 
that this arrangement will give Gen. 
Otis all the men he requires without 
disarranging the army as it is at pres­ 
ent distributed. It can bt* stated on 
authority tim tuntil Gen. Otis calls for 
an additional force there wil be no en­ 
largement of the army, not even to 
the extent or recruiting the 35,0(H) na­ 
tives provided for in the army reor­ 
ganization bill which passed the last 
congress.

English Industry,” H. W. Macrosty, in 
the March Contemporary Review, fur­ 
nishes some Interesting information re­ 
specting 
trusts 
in 
Great 
Britain, 
which deserves to be attentively stud­ 
ied by those misguided writers who as­ 
inine thut protection is responsible for 
the movement in the direction of In­ 
dustrial combinations so prevalent 
In 
this country at present. 
Mr. Macrosty furnishes abundant evi­ 
dence that the phenomena Ih not con­ 
fined to protective countries, and shows 
that the movement is as far-reaching 
In free-trade England as in the United 
States. 
Speaking of the growth 
of 
combinations in the United Kingdom, 
he says: 
"Single amalgamations, 
while not 
entirely excluding competition, control 
tho screw, cotton, thread, salt, alkali 
aud India rubber tire Industries. 
In 
other cases a formal agreement of mas­ 
ters fixes prices; thus, la the hollow­ 
ware trade (metal utensils) prices are 
arranged by an informal ring of a dozen 
Birmingham firms. 
Similarly there is 
no open market In antimony, nickel, 
mercury, lead pipes, fish supply and 
petroleum. Steel and Iron rails are con­ 
trolled by an English rail ring, which 
so manages matters that it Is under­ 
sold by American, Belgian and German 
competitors. 
All the largest firms In 
the newspaper making Industry have 
just consolidated their Interests Into 
one large combination. 
In the engi­ 
neering trades twenty-four firms have 
a subscribed capital of £14,245,000. In 
1887 Armstrong A Co. absorbed W hit­ 
worth A Co., raising their capital to 
£4,210,000 in the process. 
Vickers 
A 
Co., the armor plate 
manufacturers, 
are another example of a very large 
amalgamation. 
In the spring of 1897 
they bought up the Naval Construction 
and Armament company, 
and 
later 
they acquired the Maxlm-Nordenfeldt 
Guns and Ammunition company. Now 
they boast of being the only firm ca­ 
pable of turning out a battleship com­ 
plete In every respect. The most note­ 
worthy examples of combination, how­ 
ever, are to be found In the Birming­ 
ham staple trades and In the textile 
Industries.” 
This condensation is supplemented 
by extended details showing that slow­ 
ly but surely the British organizer is 
bringing every possible plan of money 
making within the field of his opera­ 
tions, and that England is rapidly be­ 
coming the home of trusts. 
Here Is 
bis summing up: 
“We thus see In British Industry a 
steady movement toward combination 
and monopoly, a movement which Is 
the natural outcome of competition,and 
therefore not capable of being prevent­ 
ed or undone by law.” 
The keen critic will not fall to note 
that this admission is fatal to the as­ 
sumption that protection is responsible 
for the creation of trusts. 
If trusts 
are the natural outcome of compel! 
Hon, as Mr. Macrosty avers, then the 
evil cannot be attributed to a policy 
which has th/* effect of restraining tin 
area of competition. We may add that 
this view, that competition Is respon­ 
sible for combinations, bas found ex 
Preston in the works of such distill 
guUhed free traders 
as 
J. 
Tborold 
Rogers, and 
that 
it 
Is 
only 
the 
“feather-weight" economists, 
lighting 
under the Cobden banner in this colin 
try, who have sought to fasten the re 
Hponsibllity for the evil ou protection 
Not only is protection not responsible 
for the trust evil, but it may bo claimed 
that it offers the only remedy for its 
suppression. 
We venture to say that 
no protectionist will assent to the prop­ 
osition that combination is "not capa­ 
ble of being prevented or undone Jjy 
law,” but it la natural enough for a 
free trader to assume that the evil Is 
Irremediable, as Mr. Macrosty does In 
bis closing sentence, in which he says: 
“Nevertheless, with the weapon 
of 
state control in hand, combination may 
be welcomed, and lf control proves In­ 
sufficient, state purchase and public ad­ 
ministration remain behind.” 
Protectionists, accustomed as 
they 
are to the idea of regulation, will not 
hesitate to resort to the most drastic 
measures if they find it necessary to do 
so In order to stamp out the evil. 
By 
carefully limited the area of competi­ 
tion to their own country the states­ 
men of a protective nation can con­ 
trol trusts, but that will be found an 
impossible achievement In a free-trade 
country, for the simple reason that the 
attempt to prohibit combination In a 
land with wide-open trade doors will 
prove destructive to domestic 
indus­ 
try.

An 
outcome of this movement, already ap­ 
parent In some quarters, Is that Great 
Britain Is urged to impose a tariff to 
save her home market from her new­ 
est rival.” 
This state of affairs goes to show that 
the cheapest products, considered as to 
their selling prices, are today, In a 
large number of cases, the products of 
the highly paid and intelligent labor 
employed In the protected industries of 
America. 
We are now having a prac­

mean cheaper production than would 
be possible under free trade, because 
protection means intelligent labor. As 
President McKinley once said: 
“ A revenue tariff cheapens products 
by cheapening men; a protective tar­ 
iff cheapens products by elevating men 
and by getting from them their best la­ 
bor, their best skill, their best inven­ 
tion.”

Letter from Daniel Holmes. 


P a MRU), Cal.. May 23, 1899. 


E d i t o r s D i s p a t c h : 
It is a week 
yesterday since we arrived at Sac 
when* we were met by Mr. Pierce, 
who took us to his place in Fair Oak 
colony. 
1 am only going to write a 
few of my impressions of this coun­ 
try as they have come to me from 
the opportunities 1 have had to ob­ 
serve since I arrived. 
California is a very largo state and 
in describing one portion of it you 
do not give a general description of 
the state as the soil, climate and gen 
oral features are so different. 
As 
we left Sac we drove t hrough a large 
ranch of 
several 
thousand acres 
wholly devoted 
to 
raising 
fast 
horses, a great many of which are 
shipped to t he east and sold for fancy 
prices, and as we near Fair Oak then 
are a few smaller ranches. Fair Oak 
colony was started alwut four years 
ago by the Howard 
Wilson Pub­ 
lishing Co., of Chicago, and at that 
time t lie country was mostly cover 
ed with a dense oak forest, many of 
the trees very large with great 
spreading tops reaching out from 75 
to 100 feet 
Now there are thous­ 
ands of thrifty fruit trees growing 
here, orange, lemon, fig, apricot, 
prune, olive, cherry, peach, pear, 
grapes, 
raspberries, 
strawberries 
and other kinds of small fruit is also 
abundant. 
The trees are all thrifty 
and large for their age many of them 
being equal to six year old trees in 
tlx* eastern states and so ladened 
with fruit that much of it has to be 
picked olT to give the remainder a 
chance to mature. 
These trees are 
only t hree years old, and this morn­ 
ing I measured a peach t ree that 
grew from a peach stone planted two 
years ago in April and it was nine 
feet high, the limbs spreading out 
six foot across at the top. 
The surface of the country is roll­ 
ing. in some places it might be call­ 
ed hilly, the soil being a reddish 
brown clay and sand mixed. 
There are a great many things 
grown without irrigation, for in­ 
stance all the deciduous fruits and 
grain. 
The fruit trees must have 
thorough cultivation and the grain 
must he sown in the fall as soon as 
the rainy season begins. 
As to the 
weather, it has been a disappoint 
ment to me as I expected to find it 
warm but with the exception of two 
or three days in the middle of the 
day it has not been warm enough for 
comfort, at least for me, hut of 
course a good deal of allowance must 
be made for my condition of health, 
which by the way is somewhat im­ 
proved. 
The evening and mornings 
are always cool hero and only two or 
three months of tho year is very 
warm weather. 
There is something 
about the atmosphere very different 
from the oast, the air is never sultry 
or heavy and another feature is that 
there is never any thunder and 
lightning here. 
There seems to bo plenty of work 
for men at $1.59 per day and board 
yourself or at $1.00 and found. 
The 
harvest i* just starting and they say 
hands are going to be scarce; as soon 
as the harvest is over the fruit crop 
will be on. 
I suppose my friends will not be 
satisfied unless 
I say 
something 
about my tract, which I bought with­ 
out seeing. 1 am perfectly satisfied, 
it is situated just north of Fair Oak 
in what is known as Orange Yale, a 
beautiful settlement almost entirely 
devoted to horticulture. 
The trees 
are several years older than in the 
colony, are quite large and apparent­ 
ly well ladened with fruit, some 
kinds however are a failure. 
Our 
tract lias an avenue running along 
the west side from which there is a 
gradual slope to the east making it 
very nice for irrigation. 
There are 
two hadrnnts, or stand pipes as they 
call them here, from which to draw 
water. The tract has all been plant­ 
ed but owing to the neglect the most 
tender kinds are mostly dead, still 
about two-thirds of the land is cov­ 
ered with fine thrifty trees. 
I will 
close but hope to write more of my 
experience and observation at some 
future time.

Mrs. Josephine Sweitzer secured a 
verdict last evening for $2,097.20 
against the Modern Woodmen of 
America.

Ah Seen by a Former Braiiierdite. 
A. VanCurler, who left this city 
for the west some time ago writes 
the following interesting account of 
his experiences: 


L o w e l l , Wash., May 20, 1899. 


E d i t o r s D i s p a t c h : 
Thinking per* 
haps a few lines in regard to this 
country would interest some of my 
old friends in Crow Wing county, I 
will endeavor to give them some of 
my experiences through the D i s ­ 


p a t c h . 
We are having some very 
rainy weather, and the weather has 
been wet nearly all tke four months 
I have been here and I have not seen 
the sun for weeks at the time. 
This 
is quite a country for fruit and the 
orchards are now all in bloom. 
I 
have been up in tlx* mountains pros 
peeting for gold and we found lots of 
the yellow stuff but not in paying 
quantities. 
The snow was forty feet 
deep in some places and still snow­ 
ing. 
Farming is carried on in a 
much different manner hero than in 
Minnesota. 
Potatoes and hay are 
the ch ef products, as the cold winds 
sweep down from the mountains to 
early to let wheat, oats, corn and 
garcien stuff ripen. 
This is a great 
stock country, and beef is 
high 
bringing 5J cents on foot now. Milch 
cows sell from $45 to $75 and any 
kind of a good team of horses bring 
$400. 
Wages for man and team are 
$4 to $5 per day. Wages in the lum­ 
ber woods range from $2 to $2.50 
and one has to do t w om en’s work at 
that. 
It is much harder work in llx* 
woods here than in Minnesota, the 
timber being larger, being spruce, 
cedar, fir, and some yule, being from 
two or ten foot through. 
A work­ 
man in the woods here has to carry 
his bod with him, besides towel and 
soap and pay (15 cents per day for 
board besides. 
There are many 
Minnesota people here and 
they 
would like to get back if they could. 
The streams here are full of trout 
and it is a fine sport catching them, 
my wife taking 21 in an hour and a 
half from a stream near whwre we 
live. 
Land is high here bringing 
from $00 to $400 an acre, the former 
being just as it was left by the lum­ 
bermen and the stumps stand as 
thick as tlx* hair on a dog, and it 
costs about $100 an acfe to clear it 
up. 
The cost of living is high as 
will he seen by the following: 
Po­ 
tatoes bring $2 per hundred pounds, 
butter 35 cents, eggs 25 cents, flour 
$1.90 per hundred, chickens 
live 
weight 171 and scarce at that, hogs 
live weight 4A and 5j cents. 
Everett, where we lived for two 
months, is a fine town and I believe 
the best on the sound having a pop­ 
ulation of 6000. 
Snohomish was a 
prosperous place but tlx* hard times 
of nine years ago killed it and the 
fine buildings have been allowed to 
go to ruin, there are about 4000 in­ 
habitants there. 
Lowell is three 
miles from Everett and has a popula­ 
tion of 500. 
It has a paper mill, 
shingle mill, one general store, two 
saloons, church, school house, etc. 
It is on the hank of the Snohomish 
river and small steamers ply between 
here and the towns below.

P a MELO, Cal., May 23, 1899. 
E d it o r s D i s p a t c h :— It is a week 
yesterday since we arrived at Sac 
where we were met by Mr. Pierce, 
who took us to his place in Fair Oak 
colony. 
I am only going to write a 
few of my impressions of this coun­ 
try as they have come to me from 
the opportunities I have had to ob­ 
serve since I arrived. 
California is a very large state and 
in describing one portion of it you 
do not give a general description of 
the state as the soil, climate and gen­ 
eral features are so different. 
As 
we left Sac* we drove through alarge 
ranch of several 
thousand acres 
wholly devoted 
to 
raising 
fast 
horses, a great many of which are 
shipped to the east and sold for fancy 
prices, and as we near Fair Oak there 
are a few smaller ranches. Fair Oak 
colony was started about four years 
ago by the Howard A Wilson Pub­ 
lishing Co., of Chicago, and at that 
time live country was mostly cover­ 
ed with a dense oak forest, many of 
the trees very lar^e with great 
spreading tops reaching out from 75 
to IOO feet. 
Now there arc thous­ 
ands of thrifty fruit trees growing 
here, orange, lemon, fig, apricot, 
prune, olive, cherry, peach, pear, 
grapes, raspberries, strawberries 
and other kinds of small fruit is also 
abundant. 
The trees are all thrifty 
aud large for their age many of them 
being equal to six year old trees in 
the eastern states and so ladened 
with fruit that much of it has to be 
picked off to give the remainder a 
chance to mature. 
These trees are 
only three years old, and this morn­ 
ing I measured a peach tree that 
grew from a peach stone planted two 
years ago in April and it was nine 
feet high, the limbs spreading out 
six foot across at tho top. 
The surface of the country is roll 
ing, in some places it might be call­ 
ed hilly, tho soil being a reddish 
browti clay and sand mixed. 
There are a great many things 
grown without irrigation, for in­ 
stance all the deciduous fruits and 
grain. The fruit trees must have 
thorough cultivation and the grain 
must be sown in the full as soon as 
the rainy season begins. 
As to the 
weather, it has been a disappoint­ 
ment to me as I expected to find it 
warm but with the exception of two 
or three days in the middle of the 
day it has not been warm enough for 
comfort, at least for me, but of 
course a good deal of allowance must 
be made for my condition of health, 
which by the way is somewhat im­ 
proved. 
The evening and mornings 
are always cool hero and only two or 
three months of the year is very 
warm weather. 
There is something 
about tho atmosphere very different 
from the cast, the air is never sultry 
or heavy and another feature is that 
there is never any thunder and 
lightning here. 
There seems to bo plenty of work 
for men at $1.50 per day and board 
yourself or at $1.00 and found. 
The 
harvest is just starting and they say 
hands are goin^ to be scarce; as soon 
as the harvest is over tho fruit crop 
will be ou. 
I suppose my friends will not be 
satisfied unless I say something 
about my tract, which I bought with 
out seeing. I am perfectly satisfied, 
it is situated just north of Fair Oak 
in what is known as Orange Vale, a 
beautiful settlement almost entirely 
devoted to horticulture. 
The trees 
are several years older than in the 
colony, are quite large and apparent 
ly well ladened with fruit, some 
kinds however are a failure. Our 
tract has an avenue running along 
the west side from which there is a 
gradual slope to the east making it 
very nice for irrigation. There are 
two hadrants, or stand pipes as they 
call them here, from which to draw 
water. The tract has all been plant­ 
ed but owing to the neglect the most 
tender kinds arc mostly dead, still 
atxmt two-thirds of the land is cov­ 
ered witli fine thrifty trees. 
I will 
close but hope to write more of my 
experience and observation at some 
future time.

As Been by a Former Bralnerdlte. 
A. VanCurler, who left this city 
for the west some time ago writes 
the following interesting account of 
his experiences: 


L o w e l l , Wash., May 20, 1899. 
E d it o r s D is p a t c h :—Thinking per­ 
haps a few lines in regard to this 
country would interest some of my 
old friends in Crow Wing county, I 
will endeavor to give them some of 
my experiences through the D i s ­ 


p a t c h . 
We are having some very 
rainy weather, and the weather has 
been wet nearly all the four months 
I have been here and I have not seen 
the sun for weeks at the time. 
This 
is quite a country for fruit and the 
orchards are now all in bloom. 
I 
have been up in the mountains pros­ 
pecting for gold and we found lots of 
the yellow stuff but not in paying 
quantities. 
The snow was forty feet 
deep in some places and still snow­ 
ing. 
Farming is carried on in a 
much different manner hero than in 
Minnesota. 
Potatoes and hay are 
the chief products, as the cold winds 
sweep down from the mountains to 
earlv to let wheat, oats, corn and 
garden stuff ripen. 
This is a great 
stock country, and beef is high 
bringing 5J cents on foot now. Milch 
cows sell from $45 to $75 and any 
kind of a good team of horses bring 
$400. 
Wages for man and team are 
$4 to $5 per day. Wages in the lum­ 
ber woods range from $2 to $2.50 
and one bas to (To two mou’s work at 
that. 
It is much harder work in the 
woods here than in Minnesota, the 
timber being larger, being spruce, 
cedar, fir, and some yule, being from 
two or ten foot through. 
A work­ 
man in the woods here has to carry 
his bed with him, besides towel and 
soap and pay 05 cents per day for 
board besides. 
There are many 
Minnesota people here and 
they 
would like to get back if they could 
Tho streams here are full of trout 
and it is a fine sport catching them. 
my wife taking 21 in an hour and a 
half from a stream near where we 
live. 
Land is high here bringing 
from $00 to $400 an acre, the former 
being just as it was left by the lum­ 
bermen and the stumps stand as 
thick as the hair on a dog, and it 
costs about $100 an acre to clear it 
up. 
The cost of living is high as 
will be seen by the following: 
Po­ 
tatoes bring $2 per hundred pounds, 
butter 35 cents, eggs 25 cents, flour 
$1.90 lier hundred, chickens live 
weight 171 and scarce at that, hogs 
live weight 41 and 51 cents. 
Everett, where we lived for two 
months, is a fine town and I believe 
the best on the sound having a pop­ 
ulation of 6000. 
Snohomish was a 
prosperous place but the bard times 
of nine years ago killed it and the 
fine buildings have been allowed to 
go to ruin, there are about 4000 in­ 
habitants there. 
Lowell is three 
miles from Everett and has a popula­ 
tion of 500. 
It has a paper mill, 
shingle mill, one general store, two 
saloons, church, school house, etc. 
It is on the bank of the Snohomish 
river and small steamers ply between 
here and the towns below.

A skeleton now dug up.

A secret staircase was brought 
to light, and, as this communicates by 
Invisible doors In the walls of the cel­ 
lar with the room in which the tragedy 
occurred, It strengthens the belief th at 
the body was taken down the stair­ 
case and buried. 
At the same time a 
num ber of death warrants, bearing the 
signature of 
Portland, 
minister 
of 
(Jeorge III., were found in the panels 
of the walls In which the murder was 
committed. 
How documents of 
this 
character got into so strange a hiding 
place is a m atter for conjecture. 
One, 
dated June, 171)8, is a good sample of 
how warrants were prepared in those 
days.

During the work of rebuilding the 
Royal Bull hotel of Dartford, England, 
an old hostelry and landmark, some in­ 
teresting discoveries were made last 
month, says the Baltimore Sun. 
In 
1773 a murder had been committed at 
the house and the 
body disappeared 
mysteriously. 
A skeleton now dug up, 
three feet below the flooring of an old 
cellar, leads to the belief that it was 
the remains of the victim of the tra­ 
gedy. 
A secret staircase was brought 
to light, and, as this communicates by 
Invisible doors In the walls of the cel­ 
lar with the room in which the tragedy 
occurred, it strengthens the belief that 
the body was taken down the stair­ 
case and buried. 
At the same time a 
number of death warrants, bearing the 
signature of 
Portland, 
minister of 
George III., were found in the pantie 
of the wails in which the murder was 
committed. 
How documents of 
this 
character got into so strange a hiding 
place is a matter for conjecture. 
One, 
dated June, 1798, Is a good sample of 
how warrants were prepared in those 
days. 
It 
reads: 
"Whereas, James 
O’Colgley, having been 
attainted of 
high treason and had sentence passed 
upon him to be drawn upon a hurdle 
ito the place of execution and to be 
hanged by the neck, but not until he 
is dead, but that, being alive, he shall 
)be taken down and his bowels taken 
out and buYnt before his face, that hie 
head shall be severed from his body 
and his body divided into four parts, 
and that his head and body shall be 
| disposed of as we think fit, and where­ 
as we think fit to remit that part of 
I *the sentence directing the burning of 
his bowels and dividing the body into 
four parts, our will and pleasure Is 
that he shall be drawn and hanged »nd 
have his head severed from his body.'

Hayes, ex-President of the United 
States, have offered their old home, 
known as Spiepel Grove, near Fremont, 
Ohio, to the Ohio State Archaelogical 
and 
Historical 
Society on condition 
that 
a 
permanent 
fund 
of 
$25,000 
be raised, the income thereof to he 
used for the proper care and preserva­ 
tion of the buildings and the histori­ 
cal treasures now contained therein. 
Spiegel Grove is a wooden tract of 


as in water. 
This excited the supersti­ 
tion of the Indians, and legends hung 
thick about the woods. 
These were 
handed down long after the cause for 
them had disappeared, and when the 
tract came into possession 
of 
Silas 
Birchard he named it Spiegel Grove, 
spiegel being the German word 
for 
mirror. 
Silas Birchard was the uncle 
and guardian of President Hayes, and 
he occupied the place for many years. 
When President Hayes retired from 


books, thousands of volumes of Am­ 
ericana. seals used by Lincoln and An­ 
drew Jackson, W ashington’s rings,cups 
from F a rr a g u t’s flagship, priceless au­ 
tographs, and paintings of rare merit 
and historical Interest. All of this m a ­ 
terial will be at the service of students 
and scholars if this plan of the society 
can be carried out. 
It is certainly a 
rare opportunity, such as seldom comes 
to any state or organisation. 
If the Archaeological Society should 
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twenty-five acres, near the lower falls 
of the Sandusky river, and is a point 
of great historical interest.

history 
owned by private individuals, and dur­ 
ing his public life he 
preserved

and accessible form. 
There are pre­

tographs, authors’ 
copies of famous

M U S I C O F E L E C T R I C I T Y . 


P rofessor I hotnpftoti I* I Ay* a 
T im e 
And 
Sound* » N ovel \V IiInIIo, 
Prof. Klihu Thompson, the 
electri­ 
cian. gave a lecture on “ Electricity at 
High Pressures” before the New York 
Electrical society. 
He began by 
ex- 
plaining some of the earliest 
known 
electrical phenomena in modern terras. 
The charges produced by contact and 
friction upon metal and rubber plates 
and 
by the 
primitive eleotrophorus 
were, he said, of low potential, or volt­ 
age, until the two substances in con­ 
tact were separated. The work done in 
separating them was the first method 
known of raising potential or increas­ 
ing the voltage of an electrical charge, 
and the charges obtained by rubbing a 
stick of amber, or on the eleotrophorus, 
which give u spark of from one-half 
to three-quarters of an Inch, have pres­ 
sures of from 10,000 to 20,000 volts, lie 
mentioned here that the voltage of a 
charge or current had In itself little to 
do with its dangerous character, which 
depended rather on the amount of the 
charge or current and ItH manner of 
being received by the 
body. 
While 
40.000 or 50,000 volts might not he at 
all dangerous under certain conditions, 
110 \u!ts, the current ordinarily used 
for an Incandescent lamp, might 
kill 
under others. 
Prof. Thompson 
men­ 
tioned bis own artificial production of 
a 01 inch spark and Prof. Trowbridge’s 
spark of 70 inches as representing pres­ 
sures of from 1,000,000 to 3,000,000 volts 
approximately, and spoke of the esti­ 
mated p i« sure producing lightning as 
ranging between a few millions 
umi 
50,000,000 to 100,000,000 volts. 
He then 
explained the theory and operation of 
several static generators und 
current 
transformers. 
The last 
transformer 
shown was a special form of induction 
coil operated without a condenser, the 
current being broken by a 
platinum 
anode in the generator. 
With this he 
produced a discharge of so high fre­ 
quency that the train of sparks, which 
assumed a coiled form, produced a high 
musical note. 
The discharge, he said, 
had too high a voltage to be used for 
the production of X rays, unless modi­ 
fied by the Introduction of resistance 
coils in the circuit, 
lie ha 1 a series of 
these, which were thrown into connec­ 
tion by a multi-point switch, and 
he 
played a tune on the apparatus by its 
means. 
He also showed an electrical 
whistle, which consisted of a 
special 
elcctro-magnet, the vibration of whose 
arm ature was tuned by the switch to 
correspond with the pitch of a common 
wooden box in which the magnet was 
placed. 
The sound was similar to that 
of a deep-toned steam 
whistle. 
In 
closing 
the 
lecture 
Prof. Thompson 
spoke of the increasing 
tendency 
to 
ascribe many meteoric and astronom­ 
ical 
phenomena, 
including aurorae, 
comet tails and nebulae, to electrical 
conditions.

The children of the late Rutherford 
B. Hayes, ex-President of the United 
States, have offered their old home, 
known as Spiegel Grove, near Premont, 
Ohio, to the Ohio State Archaelogical 
and Historical Society on condition 
that a permanent fund of $25,000 
be raised, the income thereof to be 
used for the proper care and preserva­ 
tion of the buildings and the histori­ 
cal treasures now contained therein. 
Spiegel Grove is a wooden tract of 


as In water. This excited the supersti­ 
tion of the Indians, and legends hung 
thick about the woods.

Prof. Elihu Thompson, the 
electri­ 
cian, gave a lecture on "Electricity at 
High Pressures" before the New York 
Electrical society. 
He began by 
ex- 
plaining some of the earliest known 
electrical phenomena in modern terras. 
The charges produced by contact and 
friction upon metal and rubber plates 
and 
by the 
primitive electrophorus 
were, he said, of low potential, or volt­ 
age, until the two substances In con­ 
tact were separated. The work done In 
separating them was the first method 
known of raising potential or increas­ 
ing the voltage of an electrical charge, 
and the charges obtained by rubbing a 
stick of amber, or on the electrophorus, 
which give a spark of from one-half 
to three-quarters of an Inch, have pres­ 
sures of from 10,000 to 20,000 volts. He 
mentioned here that the voltage of a 
charge or current had in itself little to 
do with its dangerous character, which 
depended rather on tho amount of tho 
charge or current and Its manner of 
being received by the 
body. 
While 
40,000 or 50,000 volts might not be at 
all dangerous under certain conditions, 
HO volts, the current ordinarily used 
for an incandescent lamp, might 
kill 
under others. Prof. Thompson men­ 
tioned his own artificial production of 
a 64-inch spark and Prof. Trowbridge’s 
spark of 70 Inches as representing pres­ 
sures of from 1,000,000 to 3,000,000 volts 
approximately, and spoke of the esti­ 
mated pressure producing lightning as 
ranging between a few millions and 
50,000,000 to 100,000,000 volts. He then 
explained the theory and operation of 1 
several static generators and current 
transformers. 
The last transformer ! 
shown web a special form of induction 
coll operated without a condenser, the 
current being broken by a platinum 
anode in the generator. With this he 
produced a discharge of so high fre­ 
quency that the train of sparks, which 
assumed a coiled form, produced a high 
musical note. The discharge, he said, 
had too high a voltage to be used for 
the production of X rays, unless modi­ 
fied by the Introduction of resistance 
coils in the circuit. He had a series of 
these, which were thrown into connec­ 
tion by a multi-point switch, and he 
played a tune on the apparatus by Its 
means. 
He also showed an electrical 
whistle, which consisted of a special 
electro-magnet, the vibration of whose 
armature was tuned by the switch to 
correspond with the pitch of a common 
wooden box in which the magnet was 
placed. The sound was similar to that 
of a deep-toned steam 
whistle. 
In 
closing the lecture Prof. Thompson 
spoke of the increasing tendency 
to 
ascribe many meteoric and astronom­ 
ical phenomena, 
including aurorae, 
comet tails and nebulae, to electrical 
conditions.—New York Sun.
